Warrant  for  Annual  Town  Meeting. 


To  Clarence  L.  Bucknam,  one  of  the  Constables  of  the  Town  of 
Yarmouth  : 

Greeting: 

In  the  name  of  the  State  of  Maine  you  are  hereby  re- 
quired to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  town 
of  Yarmouth,  qualified  by  law  to  vote  in  Town  affairs  to 
assemble  at  the  Town  House  in  said  town,  on  Monday,  the 
eighteenth  day  of  March,  1895,  at  9  o'clock  in  the  fore- 
noon, to  act  on  the  following  articles,  to  wit  : 

Art.  1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said 
meeting. 

Art.   '2.    To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  3.  To  choose  all  other  necessary  Town  officers  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  4.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  Selectmen,  Assessors 
and  Treasurer,  on  Town  accounts,  and  to  act  thereon. 

Art.  5.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  School  Committee, 
and  to  act  thereon  ;  and  to  raise  money  for  the  support  of 
schools  for  the  ensuing  year  ;  also  to  raise  money  for  the 
support  of  the  High  School  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  6.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor 
and  to  act  thereon  ;  and  to  raise  money  for  the  support  of 
the  poor  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  7.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  Selectmen  on  out- 
standing accounts,  and  raise  money  for  the  same  ;  also  to 
hear  the  report  of  the  Selectmen  on  snow  bills,  and  act 
thereon,  and  raise  money  for  the  same. 
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Art.  8.  To  raise  money  for  the  payment  of  town  notes 
coming  due  the  present  year. 

Art.  9.  To  see  what  method  the  Town  will  adopt  for 
the  repair  of.  roads,  bridges  and  sidewalks  for  the  ensuing 
year,  and  raise  money  for  the  same. 

Art.  10.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard 
to  lighting  the  streets,  and  raise  money  for  the  same. 

Art.  11.    To  raise  money  for  Contingent  Expenses. 

Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  make  a  discount  on 
taxes  paid  within  a  given  time,  and  charge  interest  there- 
after. 

Art.  13.  To  fix  the  compensation  of  the  Collector  of 
Taxes,  and  act  thereon. 

Art.  14.  To  see  what  compensation  the  Town  will  allow 
firemen,  and  act  thereon. 

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Select- 
men and  Treasurer  to  make  a  temporary  loan  of  money,  in 
anticipation  of  taxes,  provided  the  same  shall  be  necessary. 

Art.  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of 
seventy-five  (75)  dollars,  towards  defraying  the  expenses  of 
Memorial  Day. 

Art.  17.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  Committee  appointed 
to  investigate  the  advisability  of  copying  the  records,  charts, 
etc.,  now  in  the  possession  of  the  Town  of  North  Yarmouth, 
and  to  confer  with  other  interested  towns  and  estimate  cost, 
etc. 

Art.  18.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  water 
works,  and  act  thereon. 

Art.  19.  To  hear  the  request  of  John  A.  Seabury  and  nine 
other  legal  voters,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  place  an 
electric  light  at  the  four  corners  on  the  lower  Freeport  road 
at  the  junction  of  Bay  View  street,  and  act  thereon. 

Art.  20.  To  hear  the  report  of  John  A.  Gooch  and  other 
legal  voters,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  build  a  sidewalk  along 
the  north  side  of  West  Main  street  from  the  gravel  pit  to 
the  west  side  of  the  Reuben  Merrill  property,  and  act  there- 
on. 
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Art.  21.  To  hear  the  request  of  C.  L.  Rucknam  and  other 
legal  voters,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase  a  lot 
of  land  and  erect  a  building  theron,  the  same  to  contain  a 
Town  Hall,  Selectmen's  Office,  Public  Library,  Reading 
Room,  etc.,  or  see  if  the  Town  will  take  any  action  relating 
thereto,  and  raise  money  for  the  same. 

Art.  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  build  a  bridge  connecting  Cousin's  Island  with  Little- 
john's  Island,  and  act  thereon. 

Art.  23.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard 
to  the  suit  now  pending  between  the  Town  of  Eden  and  the 
Town  of  Yarmouth  for  pauper  supplies  furnished  Hattie 
Young,  nee  Todd,  and  act  thereon. 

Art.  24.  To  hear  the  request  of  Herbert  A.  Moore  and 
other  legal  voters,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  a  sum  of 
money  for  the  purpose  of  building  an  addition  to  the  Cen- 
tral School  building,  or  for  furnishing  another  recitation 
room  in  the  attic,  to  supply  the  needs  of  the  Grammar 
Schcol. 

The  Selectmen  hereby  give  notice  that  they  will  be  in 
session  at  their  office,  at  Masonic  Hall,  on  the  three  secular 
days  next  preceding  the  election,  from  two  to  five  o'clock 
P.  M.,  for  the  purpose  of  revising  and  correcting  the  voting

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Only  three  deaths  reported  from  all  contagious  diseases, 
and  they  were  from  diphtheria — supposed  to  have  been 
brought  here  by  a  discharged  patient  from  the  insane  hos- 
pital at  Augusta,  Me.  With  this  exception  all  the  cases 
have  been  of  a  mild  type. 

We  would  again  call  the  attention  of  the  citizens  to  the 
fact  that  all  assistance  rendered  by  them  will  contribute  to  a 
more  perfect  attainment  by  the  Board  of  the  results  for  which 
it  is  appointed.  The  Board  would  again  refer  to  the  urgent 
necessity  of  furnishing  a  sufficient  quantity  of  pure  water 
to  meet  the  wants  of  the  town. 

The  snecial  committee  chosen  by  the  town  to  investigate 
as  to  the  source,  supply,  cost,  &c,  of  the  same,  and  the  nec- 
essary sewerage  will  report  at  the  coming  March  meeting. 
We  are  pleased  to  note  the  improved  condition  of  our 
streets  and  gutters  as  suggested  in  our  last  report.  Still 
further  attention  will  be  productive  of  better  results  in 
cleanliness.

Report  of  Overseers  of  Poor. 


There  has  been  no  permanent  additions  to  the  inmates 
of  the  almshouse  during  the  past  year.  Emma  Stover 
and  Matilda  Todd  are  in  good  health  and  likely  to  remain 
with  us  for  years  to  come. 

But  we  have  furnished  an  unusual  amount  of  help  to 
outside  poor,  and  mostly  to  those  who  have  no  settlement 
in  the  State.  The  first  of  this  class  to  call  for  help  was 
Maxim  Gallant,  who  worked  in  the  pulp  mill.  He  was 
taken  sick  at  the  house  of  N.  A.  Gaudet,  where  he  boarded, 
and  as  he  was  too  sick  to  be  taken  to  the  almshouse  we 
were  obliged  to  hire  Mr.  Goudet  to  take  care  of  him.  He 
was  sick  a  long  time  and  drew  heavily  on  the  out  poor 
appropriation.  The  next  was  a  woman  who  came  to  Yar- 
mouth in  September  and  asked  for  help,  having  been  refused 
help,  as  she  said,  in  a  neighboring  town.  She  claimed  to  be 
the  wife  of  one  Nathaniel  D.  Haskell,  whose  father  lived  in 
this  State.  We  found  that  such  a  person  had  lived  in  an 
adjoining  town,  but  died  some  time  ago.  We  notified  that 
town,  but  of  course  there  was  a  denial.  But  if  we  could  get 
positive  proof  of  her  marriage  to  Haskell  we  could  fasten 
her  on  that  town.  She  had  no  marriage  certificate,  but  said 
she  would  write  to  her  sister  and  get  it.  Her  sister,  in 
reply,  said  she  could  not  find  the  certificate,  but  that  her 
marriage  would  be  found  recorded  in  St.  Joseph  county, 
Michigan.  We  wrote  to  the  clerk  of  that  county,  and,  after 
considerable  delay,  received  answer  that  no  such  marriage 
could  be  found  on  their  records.  We  then  concluded  that 
the  best  way  to  get  rid  of  her  was  to  send  her  out  of  the 
State,  but  at  that  time  she  was  taken  sick  and  we  were 
obliged  to  keep  her  awhile  longer,  but  as  soon  as  she  was 
able  to  travel  we  gave  her  a  ticket  to  New  York  State, 
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where  she  said  she  had  a  relative.  She  was  at  the  almshouse 
about  five  weeks.  The  next  was  James  Menebny,  who  fell 
from  a  staging  and  was  quite  badly  hurt.  As  he  was  desti- 
tute we  took  him  to  the  almshouse,  where  he  was  cared  for 
until  he  was  able  to  take  care  of  himself.  Still  another 
family,  with  no  settlement  in  the  State,  has  been  helped 
somewhat.  The  family  of  Henry  Plummer,  who  has  a  set- 
tlement in  this  town,  has  been  helped  in  the  town  of  Deering, 
and  the  family  of  Alonzo  P.  Ladd  by  the  town  of  Noble- 
boro',  the  latter  to  a  considerable  extent.  Of  our  patients 
at  the  Insane  Hospital,  Mrs.  Hitchcock  died  the  30th  Jan- 
uary.   Frank  Campbell  is  still  there. 

In  July  we  received  notice  from  the  town  of  Eden  that 
Hattie  Todd,  alias  Young,  was  in  distress,  and  had  been 
helped  by  that  town  at  the  expense  of  the  town  of  Yar- 
mouth. We  denied  the  settlement  of  said  Young  in  Yar- 
mouth, and  heard  no  more  until  December,  when  a  writ  was 
served  on  this  town  by  the  town  of  Eden  for  supplies 
furnished  Mrs.  Young,  amounting  to  $10'2.  As  the  case  is 
assigned  for  the  April  term  of  court  at  Ellsworth  it  is  neces- 
sary for  the  town  to  take  action  in  the  matter. 

During  the  year  ending  March  4th,  1398  tramps  have 
been  sheltered  and  furnished  food  and  drink. 

During  the  first  part  of  the  year  and  through  the  sum- 
mer months,  tramps  came  in  large  numbers,  often  twenty  at 
at  a  time,  and  as  the  tramp  house  was  only  large  enough  to 
accommodate  seven  or  eight,  it  was  thought  advisable  to 
enlarge  it  rather  than  have  them  in  the  house,  which  we 
accordingly  did  by  putting  a  piece  on  one  side.  At  the 
same  time  we  built  a  tramp  workshop  on  to  the  end,  com- 
municating with  the  tramp  room,  so  that  they  could  saw 
wood  and  thereby  pay  for  their  supper  and  lodging  before 
they  left,  as  they  would  rather  go  without  their  breakfast 
than  saw  wood.  When  they  had  worked  an  hour  they  were 
given  their  breakfast  and  allowed  to  go.  The  professional 
tramp  does  not  like  work,  and  if  our  plan  has  served  no 
other  purpose  it  has  tended  to  make  them  steer  clear  of 
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Yarmouth,  for  we  have  not  had  so  many  in  the  last  two 
months  as  we  often  had  at  one  time  before  the  wood  sawing 
racket  was  introduced,  and  if  it  serves  the  same  purpose 
in  the  future  the  extra  expense  will  not  have  been 
misapplied. 

We  have  agreed  with  Mr.  Morrill  until  May  first  for 
the  same  pay  pro  rata  that  he  has  had  the  past  year.

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Two  circumstances  during  the  past  year  have  had  a  ten- 
dency to  interrupt  the  progress  of  the  common  schools. 
The  first  was  the  prevalence  of  diphtheria  in  the  commu- 
nity, which  necessitated  the  closing  of  the  village  schools 
in  the  spring  term  two  weeks  before  the  time  intended. 
Although  the  time  lost  was  nearly  all  made  up  later,  the 
committee  feel  that  an  irreparable  loss  was  sustained  in  be- 
ing forced  to  interrupt  the  work  of  the  teachers  at  a  time 
when  they  were  just  finishing  the  year's  work.  The  second 
circumstance  was  the  loss,  at  the  end  of  the  spring  term,  of 
two  of  our  most  valuable  teachers — one  being  the  principal 
of  the  Grammar  School.  By  the  resignation  of  Miss  Elder, 
who,  with  a  short  interruption,  has  had  charge  of  the  Gram- 
mar School  since  it  was  inaugurated,  placed  the  committee 
under  the  necessity  of  obtaining  another  person  to  fill  the 
important  position  of  principal.  Miss  Elzada  L.  Carvilleof 
Lewiston  was  procured,  and  took  charge  of  the  school  at 
the  beginning  of  the  fall  term  ;  and,  although  the  incoming 
class  of  thirty-five  pupils  rendered  the  school  larger  and 
more  difficult  to  manage  than  it  has  ever  been  before,  Miss 
Carville  has  proved  that  the  committee's  confidence  was 
not  misplaced  when  they  selected  her  for  the  position. 
People  who  have  had  experience  with  school  work  know 
how  difficult  it  sometimes  proves  to  follow  an  exceeding 
popular  and  efficient  teacher.  Our  present  principal  of  the 
Grammar  School  has  done  this,  even  under  more  than 
ordinarily  difficult  circumstances,  with  credit  to  herself  and 
satisfaction  to  the  school  board. 

The  other  teacher  whose  resignation  was  a  loss  to  our 
schools  was  Miss  Cora  B.  Grant,  who  taught  in  the  town 
nearly  four  years  with  satisfaction  to  all. 

Aside  from  these  interruptions  the  schools  have  gone 
along  quite  smoothly,  and  the  teachers  have  labored  faith- 
fully to  make  their  several  schools  as  efficient  as  possible. 
In  some  cases  the  success  has  not  been  all  wmich  could  be 
desired  ;  yet,  on  the  whole,  the  work  done  has  been  of  good 
quality,  and  the  schools  have  made  advancement. 
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The  greatest  stumbling  block  to  some  of  our  teachers, 
as  usual,  seems  to  be  in  the  matter  of  school  government. 
Often  when  there  is  no  lack  of  methods  and  education,  the 
peculiar  tact  necessary  to  deal  successfully  with  the  many 
difficulties  of  school  discipline  is  lacking, or  rather  not  present 
to  the  extent  required.    But  failure  in  this  direction  is  not 
always  the  fault  of  the  teacher.     Often  outside  influences 
are  an  element  in  school  government  of  great  importance. 
If  all  who  are  directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  our  schools 
would  more  carefully  consider  the  difficulties  with  which 
teachers  have  to  contend  in  school  discipline,  and  be  less 
ready  to  criticise  adversely  ;  and  if  parents  would  always 
prepare  their  children  for  discipline  at  school  by  something 
of  the  same  nature  at  home,  perhaps  our  schools  would  be 
more  orderly  and  our  teachers  would  be  able  to  do  more 
efficient  work. 

Wherever  it  was  thought  advisable  the  committee  have 
employed  residents  of  the  town.  In  a  few  cases  parties 
residing  in  town  who  have  applied  for  positions  have  had 
their  applications  rejected  in  consequence  of  their  lack  of 
either  training  for  or  experience  in  teaching.  It  is  a  pecu- 
liar fact  that  criticism  upon  the  efforts  and  work  of  such 
persons  is  apt  to  be  less  severe  among  strangers  than 
neighbors.  It  is  usually  best  for  young  teachers  to  get 
their  first  experience  where  the  "prophet  is  not  without 
honor." 

The  school  statistics  show  some  gain  over  last  year,  both 
in  the  number  of  pupils  attending  the  schools  and  in  the 
average  attendance.  The  large  class  which  entered  the 
Grammar  School  last  fall  necessitated  an  increase  in  the 
seating  capacity  of  the  main  room,  as  well  as  some  extra 
assistance  in  the  work  of  instruction.  Fourteen  new  seats 
were  added,  making  the  present  seating  capacity  of  the 
room  about  one  hundred. 

For  the  last  two  terms  Miss  Addie  Libby  has  been  em- 
ployed during  a  part  of  each  day  as  a  second  assistant,  mak- 
ing use  of  the  High  School  recitation  room  after  the  close 
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of  each  session  of  that  school.  While  this  extra  assistance 
has  been  of  great  advantage  to  the  school,  it  has  not  wholly 
fulfilled  the  requirements.  The  Grammar  grade  now  con- 
tains about  one  hundred  pupils,  and  there  is  a  prospect  of 
an  increase  rather  than  a  diminuition  ir  this  number.  This 
school  has  consequent!)  assumed  proportions  which  not 
only  require  the  constant  services  of  three  teachers,  but 
more  extended  accommodations  than  the  present  quarters 
a  I  ford.  The  committee  accordingly  recommend  that  an- 
other recitation  room  be  provided,  either  by  finishing  one  in 
the  attic  of  the  building  or  by  making  a  small  addition.  If 
this  is  done,  the  crowded  condition  of  the  main  room  will 
be  relieved  and  the  building  rendered  capable  of  meeting 
the  requirements  of  the  school  for  some  time  to  come. 

Last  year  the  sum  of  three  hundred  and  twenty-five  dol- 
lars was  raised  to  pay  outstanding  accounts.  Over  four 
hundred  dollars  have  been  used  for  this  purpose,  and  all 
back  accounts  have  been  paid.  Repairs  and  improvements 
have  been  made  at  a  ccst  of  about  two  hundred  dollars, 
and  extra  assistance  in  the  Grammar  School  has  cost  the 
town  sixty-five  dollars.  Should  the  town  receive  the  same 
amount  as  last  year  from  North  Yarmouth  on  account  of 
Pratt  School,  every  cent  of  the  bills  outstanding  can  be 
paid,  including  the  wood  bill  for  next  year. 

The  running  expenses  of  the  coming  year  will  be 
increased  by  the  cost  of  an  extra  teacher  in  the  Grammar 
School.  In  line  of  repairs  several  of  the  school  houses  in 
town  need  painting,  and  the  one  at  No.  9  requires  new  black- 
boards and  other  interior  repairs.  The  central  building  will 
also  need  repairing  where  the  settling  of  the  foundation  has 
caused  a  straining  and  breaking  away  about  the  chimneys.  The 
town  would  also  do  well  to  construct  a  cistern  in  the  base- 
ment, and  carry  the  water  from  the  roof  to  it,  thus  saving 
an  expense  of  3  or  4  dollars  each  year  in  hauling  water  for 
the  heater,  as  well  as  furnishing  a  means  of  extinguishing 
fire. 
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In  closing  their  report  the  committee  would  recommend 
that  the  sum  of  $21,000  be  raised  for  support  of  schools 
and  $300  for  repairs,  or  that  the  matter  of  repairs  be  left 
in  the  hands  of  the  Selectmen,  to  be  paid  from  the  contin- 
gent fund.

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HIGH  SCHOOL  REPORT. 

Gentlemen  : — 

Your  committee  would  make  the  following  report  on 
the  condition  and  progress  of  your  High  School  for  the 
year  past:  There  has  been  no  change  in  teachers  during 
the  year.  Mr.  Moore  continues  in  charge  as  Principal  and 
Miss  Williams  as  Assistant.  The  attendance  has  been  fully 
up  to  the  average,  with  the  exception  of  a  short  time  during 
the  winter  term,  when  sickness  has  kept  at  home  a  few 
pupils  a  part  of  the  time.  The  course  of  study  has  been 
followed  as  laid  down,  and  all  requirements  met.  Ten  pupils 
were  graduated  from  the  school  in  June,  1894,  with  honor 
to  themselves  and  credit  to  the  town.  Out  of  this  class 
three  young  men  were  prepared  and  entered  college,  and 
are  very  successfully  pursuing  their  studies  .  there.  The 
present  senior  class,  which  graduates  in  June  next,  will  send 
one  to  Bowdoin  College  and  two  others  will  befitted  for  the 
Maine  State  College,  which  conclusively  proves  that,  under 
good  management,  your  school  will  be  first-class  in  every 
respect,  and  to-day  stands  as  high  in  the  character  and  effi- 
ciency of  its  work  as  any  in  the  State.  The  class  which 
will  enter  from  the  grammar  school  next  fall  numbers 
about  twenty-five. 

Your  committee  called  the  attention  of  the  town  in  the 
report  of  1894  to  the  lack  of  funds  to  purchase  material  and 
instruments  for  the  scientific  departments  of  the  school. 
As  no  money  was  appropriated,  the  condition  is  the  same 
now  as  then,  and  we  again  renew  the  request  to  the  town  to 
vote  a  small  sum  at  the  annual  meeting  for  this  sort  of 
study,  knowing  that  it  will  be  money  well  spent.  If  no 
more  than  $25  should  be  voted  it  would  be  of  great  help. 
We  hope  you  will  consider  this  matter  carefully  and  not 
pass  it  by  as  of  no  consequence.  We  are  debarred  by  law 
from  using  any  school  funds  for  such  purposes.
